It  shoxiLd  be  noted  that  although  the  birth  rate  is  12.3 
coir^jared  with  16,9  for  England  and  Y/ales  generally,  this  is  the  crude  birth 
rate,  i.e.  it  has  not  been  adjusted  according  to  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
popxilation*  The  fact,  fo»  instance,  that  about  2,000  populate  the 

Calderstones  Mental  Hospital,  and  are  included  in  the  population  of  the  Clitheroe 
Rxoral  District,  malces  the  birth  rate  appear  less  than  it  vroxald  if  the  Clitheroe 
Riiral  District  had  a more  normal  population.

over  deaths  of  1,3  per  1,000,  Last  year,  excess  of  deaths  over  births  in 
the  district  v/as  3*4  per  1,000,  so  that  there  is  m increase  this  year  of  3*7 
per  1,000.  For  England  and  kYales  generally,  there  was,  as  usual,  an 

excess  of  births  over  deaths;  the  figure  for  19^8  being  5.0  per  1,000,

There  Vfere  103  deaths  in  1 968  con5)ared  vd-th  1^8  in  19^7. 

In  1968,  13  deaths  v/ere  reported  as  due  to  cancer  in  its  various  forms,  as 
against  15  deaths  the  year  before.  This  -yiorlcs  out  that  one  death  in 

every  8,3  has  been  due  to  cancer. 

In  I96S,  60  deaths  were  attributed,  to  diseases  of  the  .heart  and  circul.atory 
diseases  in  its  vanious  forras,  including  cerebro-vascular  accidents  (strckes). 

The  corresponding  figure  for  193?  ^3»  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 

circulator^'-  diseases,  especially  coron3.ry  dj.sease  of  the  heart,  have  increased  in 
in^jortance  as  a cause  of  death,  Thrjjghout  the  country  as  a.  whole  in  194-0, 
there  v/ere  22,84-1  cases,  v/hereas  in  195o  Ihe  niirnber  had  risen  to  74-, 790, 

Coronary  disease  is  commoner  in  the  more  hi.glil.y  developed  communities,  in 
heavy  smokers,  and  in  the  obese,  The.re  is  some  evidence  to  suggest  that 

diete:!:y  habits,  e,g,  high  animal  fat  diets,  sure  associated  v/ith  degenerative  heart 
diseases.  Nearly  lialf  the  deaths  recorded  in  oxu'  area  this  year  fiill  under 
the  heading  of  vasculcr*  and  heart  diseases. 

B.  G-EMENAL  PROtHSICNS  CE  THE  HEALTH  SEF.VICES. 


The  Lancashire  Comity  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  maintains  a 
con^jrehensive  range  of  Services  - including  Ante-Na.tal  Clinics,  Child  YiTelfare 
Clinics,  and  School  Medical  Services  - Medical  and  Dental,  There  is  a 

provision  for  Child  G-uidaixse, 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in 
Blackburn,  Accrington,  Preston,  and  Burnley.  There  is  also  access,  where 

required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Braraley  Meade,  ;Tnalley,  Queen's 
Park  Hospital,  Blackburn,  and.  Preston  Royal  Infirmarj'-.  Should  it  be  more 

convenient,  rural  disti-ict  patients  are  at  liberty  to  at-;-,oncL  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Clithei'oc,  and  class  for  Relaxation  and  Exercises  for  Expectant  Mothers, 
both  held  weekly,  and  also  the  monttily  Jinte-Natal  Clime,  All  these  Clinics 

were  transferred  to  Eastham  House,  Eshton  -Terrace,  Clitheigoe  in  1955*  Chatburn 
and  district  patients  are  catered  for  at  Chatbmrn  Libram^-'  on  the  1st,  and  3nd, 
Th-ursday  each  month;  'i'»Tialley  and  district  at  the  Methodist  School,  t-Hialley  on 
Monday  afternoons;  Chipping  and  district  a.t  the  Village  Hall  on  the  2nd,  Thursday, 
and  Hurst  Green  on  the  4-th,  Thursdaty  of  each  month,  vd.th  effect  from  April  1968. 

There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Bramley  Meade  Maternity  Home,  Yifhalley,  which 
is  conducted  by  a Cons-ult.ing  Obstetrician  from  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals, 
and  is  held  tv/ice  a month.  There  is  also  an  .Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Sharoe 

Green  Hospital, 

There  are  hospital  facilities  available  for  infectious  disease  cases  at 
Blackburn  and  Preston, 

The  Ambiilance  Services  are  provided  by  the  LancasMre  County  Council, 

The  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire 
Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  Pablic  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Preston. 

These  laboratory'-  facilities  are  also  used  by  the  General  Practitioners  of 
the  area.  The  doctors  of  the  district  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 

authorities  of  the  Blackburn,  Accrington,  and  Burnley  Hospitals  have  granted  them 
open  and  direct  access  to  the  X-ray  department  of  their  hospitals. 

There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Clitheroe  Hospital  as  a sub-laboratory  to 
Blackbirm  Royal  Infirmary,  This  is  conducted  by  Dr,  Spink  and  his  colleague 

Pathologists  at  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals.  Ba.cteriological, 

Pathological,  Chemical,  and  Blood  examinations  are  undertaken,  and  local  doctors 
are  at  liberiy  to  refer  Rural  District  patients  there  for  any  necessary  tests, 
thus  sa-ving  reference  to  more  distant  hospital  centres.  The  extensive  service 
now  provided  is  much  appreciated.  The  pathologist  attends  every  tYednesday 

morning  at  9 n.m, , anc.  if  the  patients  a.re  unfit  to  attend  the  laboratory  then 
the  pathologi&t  visits  them  at  their  ov’/n  home  on  request  fro..",  their  doctor. 
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Physiotherapy  Centre,  Clitheroe, 

This  centre  was  opened  in  March  i 95A-,  under  the  a’j.spices  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Clitheroe  Nursing  Association  with  considerahle  support  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  \Vhalley  arid  District  Nursing  Association  and  the  Rihblesdale  District 
Nursing  Association,  The  Coimcil  mnakes  an  annual  financial  contribution 

to  the  centre. 

It  is  available  to  any  patients  in  the  rural  district  rec^uiring  treatment. 

It  is  not  a.  part  of  the  Nations,!  Health  oervico,  and  so  a small  charge  has 
to  be  made  for  ti’eatment.  The  centre  is  in  the  charge  of  a trained 

Physiotherapist  and  Assistant,  and  provides  for  Lhe  usual  treatments  - massage, 
remedial  exercises,  diothemy,  infra-red,  and  sun-ray  etc.  Cases  are 

referred  by  their  ovm  doctor,  and  agodn  it  is  helpfB.1  that  patients  need  not 
travel  to  distant  hospital  centres  for  treatment,  and  that  dcctors  can  provide 
continuity  of  treaianent,  and  they  appreciate  the  open  access  to  a centre  providing 
this  kind  of  treatment. 

The  extension  of  the  Phi’^siotherapy  SemAices  by  the  opening  of  a department 
at  the  Clitheroe  Hospital  is  proving  a great  help  in  getting  old  people  mobile 
who  might  othervra.se  very  easily  become  bedfast, 

A domiciliary  physiotherapy  ser^/ice  vrould  be  of  benefit  for  bedfast  and 
housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage  of  staff  and  money 
appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

The  Old  People’s  Club  in  Lowergate,  Clitheroe,  v/hich  a few  old  people  in 
the  eastern,  portion  of  the  district  make  use  of,  was  opened  in  1 954^  and  was 
extended  during  19^0,

The  total  cases  notified  show  an  increase  of  IS  on  the  previous  year. 
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For  the  twentieth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  reported. 
This  is  entirely  due  to  the  success  of  iirurcinisation,  and  there  is  a danger 
that  tlris  success  may  lead  parents  to  neglect  having  their  children  iirmunised. 
There  have  been  cases  of  diphthei’ia  rex^ox'ted  in  other  areas  of  the  country, 
and  unless  children  continue  to  be  iranurised,  c iphtheriO-,  which  is  a killing 
disease,  '.Till  once  again  become  prevalent.  There  is  no  roora  for  complacency, 

Iraaunisation  against  polion^-elitis  is  no.j  evailable  to  all  people  up  to  the 
age  of  i:-0.  As  the  more  severe  paralysis  seems  to  occur  in  the  older  people, 

it  is  most  desirable  tliat  the  older  age  groups  should  avail  themselves  of  the 
opport'unity  of  imraunisation  as  well  as  the  cl-iildren.

All  the  cases  are  foUov/ed  up  by  the  local  chest  clinic,  and  all  knovm 
close  contacts  traced  ajid  screened,  and  appropriate  preventive  measures  taken.

Two  samples  of  drinlcing  water  v/ere  obtained  from  Public  Supplies,  and  t\/elve 
from  Private  Supplies,  and  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Both  samples  from  Public  Supplies  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory,  as  were 
five  of  the  Private  Supply  samples,  the  other  seven  being  unsatisfactory. 

Further  samples  of  these  supplies  are  being  taken  periodically.  Users  are 
advised  on  precautionary  measures.

No  chimical  samples  were  taken  duririg  the  year 
qgpSET^  i^a%pDATION. 

v/orston  remains  the  only  village  in  the  district  without  a main  sewerage  ^stem, 
A scheme  was  considered  during  1966,  but  was  rejected  owing  to  the  high  cost 
involved.  However,  only  two  houses  in  the  village  reinain  on  the  conservancy 
system,  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  to  secirre  conversion  and  discharge  to  septic 
tanks  this  ye^.  The  proposed  Clitheroe/,Vhalley  A.  59  Bypass  v/ill  pass  near 

Worston  and  will  cross  over  any  projected  sewer  from  this  village.  Arrangements 
^ve  been  made  therefore  to  lay  a 6‘*  sewer  pipe  under  the  liypass  for  connection 
thereto  in  the  future. 

At  the  end  of  1 968  there  remained  only  2 pail  closets  within  economic  distance 
of  the  sewer;  one  in  Pendleton  and  one  in  V/iswell,  It  is  es^ected  that  both  these 
will  be  converted  during  1969, 

The  Council  award  a grant  of  £15  towards  the  cost  of  converting  pail  closets, 
but  the  amended  provisions  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Hoiasing  Act  1 959  have  largely 
superseded  this,  and  the  Coimcil  have  in  every  case  awarded  a 50).^  grant  toweirds  the

Pollov.’ing  the  closure  of  the  pig  farm  at  Calderstones  Hospital  it  has  been 
possible  to  discontinue  lime  d.osage  to  the  Dortmund  Tanlcs.  Both  the  'J'/halley 
section  and  the  Calderstones  section  of  these  vrarks  are  operating  at  average 
flows  well  in  excess  of  design  capacity.  The  Consultant  Engineer  has  been 

instructed  to  report  on  and  prepare  a scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  these  v/orks. 

Barrow  Sewage  Disposal  Vforks, 

Our  Consultant  Engineer  is  in  course  of  preparing  a report  on  the  adeqioacy 
and  future  of  these  vrorks.  As  a consequence  of  the  proposed  V/halley/Clitheroe 

Ejypass  it  will  be  necessary  to  divert  the  whole  of  the  foul  sewage  from  Yifiswell 
to  the  Whalley  Sev/erage  System, 

Hurst  Green  Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks, 

The  high  fat  contant  of  the  sewage  continues  to  give  difficulties  in  the 
filters  end  sludge  beds. 

Chipping  Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks, 

Following  continuous  pressure  from  the  Lancashire  River  Authority  a local 
Cheese  Manufacturer  occupied  dioring  1 968,  a vacant  cheese  factory  at  Chipping  from 
which  sewage  had  previously  been  accepted  into  these  works. 

The  amoxont  of  effluent  now  being  discharged  into  the  xvorks  is  far  greater  than 
anticipated,  and  is  causing  serious  difficulties  in  treatment.  Our 

Consultant  Engineer  has  been  instructed  to  advise  on  any  necessary  enlargement  of 
the  works  to  cope  with  this  trade  effluent, 

Chatbum  Sewage  Disposal  Yvorks, 

Heavy  flooding  during  the  latter  part  of  1 967  resulted  in  considerable  erosion 
to  the  adjoining  stream  and  affected  access  to  the  .forks, 

PUBLIC  CONB/ENIENCES. 

li-ve  Public  Conveniences  are  nowr  provided  by  the  Council,  xxnd  .xre  situated 
at  Yihelley,  Hurst  Green,  Chat  burn,  Downham  and  ChiiDping, 

The  one  at  Hurst  Green  is  of  stone  construction  and  is  supplied  v/ith  wash-hand 
basins  and  paper  towels.  Penny  slot  locks  have  been  removed  from  all  the 

conveniences  except  Hurst  Green, 

The  main  five  villages  in  the  area  are  now  provided  with  public  conveniences. 
The  ones  at  Hurst  Green  and  Vdialley  have  wash-hand  basins  in  the  Gents  and  Ladies, 
and  Chipping  in  Ladies  only. 

Wanton  damage  has  taken  place  in  all  the  conveniences,  and  is  much  to  be 
regretted, 

RIVEEIS  AND  STPSmiS. 

The  River  Calder  is  still  somevdiat  polluted  ty  industrial  waste  effluents 
before  it  enters  the  Coxuicil's  District,  though  improvements  are  talcing  place 
end  fish  can  nov/  be  seen  in  the  river  at  vVhalley.  In  fact,  the  letting  of 
fishing  rights  on  Council  land  adjoining  the  river  was  under  consideration  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

At  Chipping  and  Pendleton  there  is  a certain  amount  of  material  diamped  in  the 
stream  by  careless  householders,  and  despite  the  posting  of  notices,  this  continues. 
Slight  pollution  etlll  occurs  at  Worston  and  Pendleton  from  silk  and  bath  wastes.

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  '\  96O,  six  site 
licences  are  in  force,  all  for  individual  caravans.  In  addition  to  the  caraviins 
there  are  quite  a numhcr  of  hutments  in  the  area  v/hich  are  not  licensed.  These 
huts  have,  in  most  cases,  been  in  the  area  for  tvventy  years  or  more. 

The  district  is  well  used  by  week-end  campers,  but  no  ccsnplaints  were 
received  regarding  any  damage  or  nuisance  caused. 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  district  licensed  for  more  than  one  caravan, 
AP/IOSHiEEaC  POLLUTION. 

There  are  eight  factoaiy  chimneys  in  the  district.  No  con^jlaint  of  black 
or  heavy  smoke  was  received  during  the  year,  and  none  was  observed. 

Following  the  installation  of  bag  filler  diost  arrestors  to  the  tar  coating 
section  of  a local  stone  crushing  works,  all  sections  of  the  works  are  now 
eqiiipped  Td.th  suitable  arrestor  plants.  Nevertheless  the  deposit  of  dust  in 
the  Chatbirm  area  still  gives  cause  fcr  concern. 

A significant  amount  of  the  pollution  arises  from  outside  the  district 
boundaries,  and  several  representations  have  been  made  to  the  adjoining  Local 
Authority  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  premises  concerned  are  operating.

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B.  REFUSE  (SELECTION  m)  DISPOSiiL 


During  the  year  the  Council  acquired  a second  20  cub,  yard  compressor  vehicle 
which  involved  some  reorganisation  of  the  refuse  collection  service*  All 

villages  in  the  area  enjoy  a weekly  collection  of  refuse,  A few  outlying 

faiTOs  in  the  Chipping  and  Bov^land  areas  remain  on  a fortnightly  collection. 

The  Covincil  maintain  refuse  tips  at  vi/halley,  Hurst  Green,  Chatbum  and 
Chipping,  but  further  tipping  facilities  for  the  future  are  urgently  required, 

A new  tractor  v/ith  hydraulic  bucket  was  obtained  during  1 9^8,  largely  to 
assist  in  tip  maintenance, 

LITTER, 

Eveiy  effort  is  made  to  ensure  adequate  disxday  ox"  publicity  material  and 
additional  litter  bccskets  have  been  sited  where  appropriate.  Outlying 

coiantry  areas  are  becoming  increasingly  susceptible  to  the  dun^jing  of  unwanted 
household  consumer  durables  and  especially  motoi-  cars.  The  Council  remove 

all,  unwanted  household  furniture  free  of  charge  on  request,  and  it  is  suspected 
that  most  of  the  dumped  material  is  brought  from  suirrounding  -urban  areas,  (/e 
are  reluctantly  allowing  motor  cars  to  be  disposed  of  on  our  tips.  The 

existing  scrap  value  of  motor  cars  presents  difficult  problems  of  disposal,  and 
local  scrap  dealers  to  not  find  it  economic  to  handle  -worn  out  vehicles. 


C,  HOUSING. 


Of  the  original  $6  houses  found  to  be  xanfit  for  habitation  under  the  Rural 
Housing  Survey,  a hardcore  of  ten  remain  outstanding,  although  at  the  end  of  the 
year  three  uf  these  v/ere  standing  enp-ty,  either  volimtarily  or  foUovdlng  action 
by  the  local  authoid-ty.  In  the  early  part  of  1 966  a fxirthcr  survey  of  sub- 

standard property  was  commenced,  and  twelve  houses  have  been  represented  as  being 
unfit  in  the  Chipping  area.  Several  of  these  properties  are  schedxiled  as 
being  of  Architec-tural  or  Historic  Interest,  and  following  consultation  -with  the 
Coxonty  Planning  Authority,  further  action  has  been  deferred.  Of  these 

twelve  hoxases,  one  has  been  modernised  to  standard,  and  foxir  were  vacant  at  the 
end  of  1 968. 


BUROmiENT  GR/lHTS  - HOUSING  ACTS,  1949  - 59. 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  Improvement  Grants,  95  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  have  so  far  been  approved. 

The  policy  of  the  Coxincil  is  to  encoxirage  aiplications  for  Discretionary 
Grants  from  oxmers  of  sub-standard  properties  capable  of  x’cpair  and  improvement, 
to  improve  the  property'-  by  means  of  an  improvement  gi'ant.  The  majority  of 
applications  so  feu’  received  have  been  in  respect  of  Ov/nor  occupied  houses. 

The  Coxoncil  malces  a Discretionaxy  Grant  towards  the  iiiprovement  of  all 
sub-standard  properties,  .and  for  conversion  of  other  bx^iloings  into  houses. 

Other  cases  arc  considered  on  their  merits. 

Much  more  progress  has  been  made  mth  Standard  Grant  applications.  21 

were  approved  in  1959,  49  in  19^0,  63  in  1 96l , 44  in  19^2,  44  in  19^3,  34  in  19^4, 
49  in  1965,  36  in  19^6,  25  in  1967,  und  35  in  1968,  Since  the  inception  of 
the  scheme,  i+OO  houses  of  reasonable  condition  have  now  been  provided  -with  modem 
amenities  by  ha-ving  a hot  -v^ater  supply,  separate  bathroom,  and  inside  water  closet, 
and  the  necessary  repairs  to  the  property  carried  out.  Houses  not  having 

•these  nacessaiy  amenities  will,  in  the  forseeable  futxore,  become  xinfit  property.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


Housing  conditions  generally  are  reasonably  good,  but  there  are  scattered 
throughout  the  district  a number  of  sub-star)dard  properties,  mainly  eighteenth 
century  tenanted  cott^ages  on  a lov/  rental. 

The  principal  defects  are  those  inherent  in  this  particular  type  of  dwelling 
- dampness,  perished  plasterwork,  natural  light  deficiency,  and  lack  of  modem 
amenities.  There  is  fortunately,  a demand  for  cottages  in  this  rural  area, 

and  p\archasers  are  prepared  to  carry  out  extensive  repair  and  improvement  works, 

OVERCROv'DING. 

"Overcrowding"  as  to  mixed  sexes  in  families,  not  involving  legal 
overcrowding  lias  been  fairly  common  in  tv/o-bedroomed  houses,  but  is  gradually

61  routine  and  special  inspections  were  roade  of  meat,  fish,  and  other 
food  shops  under  the  Food  Hygiene  RegxiLations .

These  consisted  principally  of  the  installation  of  requisite  washing 
facilities,  and  of  counter  and  shelf  fittings  designed  to  prevent  contamination

There  are  currently  three  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  "within  the 
district*  two  small  retail  slaughterhouses  and  one  wholesale  slaughterhouse. 
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The  introc-uction  of  the  Meat  Inspection  RegiiLations  during  ^ 963 
necessitated  greatly  increased  time  being  spent  to  achieve  100  % inspection, 
and  this  v/as  only  achieved  at  the  expense  of  other  activities  of  the  department 
which  had  to  be  severely  curtailed,  Pollo^ving  representations,  the 

Council  appointed  a full  time  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  on  the  21st,  February 

1966. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  and  following  consiiltation  v/ith  the  trade,  fixed  hours  of 
slaughtfer  were  applied  during  1967*  Slaughtering  on  Sundays  has  now  been 

confined  to  eight  Sundays  in  twelve  months.  Slaughtering  at  night  is 

allowed  on  three  evenings  per  week. 

All  condemned  meat  is  sprayed  with  green  dye  before  it  is  collected  by 
a local  tallo^T  refiner.
